CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING PUBLIC SECTOR IMPORTS UNDER 
THE AUSTRIAN CREDIT, 1976 


1. The licence will be Issued with a validity period of twelve months but firm 
orders on C.I.F./C.&F. basis must be placed on the Austrian, suppliers and copies 
of the same furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
within six months from the date of allocation or four months from the dat f 
issue of the Import licence (whichever is earlier). The term ‘firm order’ means 
purchase orders placed by the Indian licencee, on the foreign supplier duly 
supported by confirmation from the latter or purchase contract duly signed by 
both the Indian Importer and the foreign supplier. If firm orders cannot be 
finalised within the time-limit of four months, the licencee should submit t'o the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (CCI&E) or other licensing authorities, 

^ proposal ^ekiwg an extension in the ordering period along- 
with lustiflcation and explanation as to why orderui,j could not be completed 
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within the initial validity period. Such requests for extension in the ordering 
period will be considered on the merit of each case by the licensing authorities 
who may grant extension upto a further maximum period of 2 mcAiths. df 
however, extension is sought beyond 6 months from the date of issue of import 
licence, such proposal should invariably be referred by the licensing authonties 
to the Department of Economic Aflfalrs, (W.E.III Section), Ministry of Finance, 
The licence code “S” and “AA" should be indicated in the first and second suffix 
after the licence No. The correct licence code should be “used in all the 
shipping documents as well as in the “S” form required to be furnished to the 
Indian Bank at the time of rupee deposits. 

2. Only capital goods of Austrian origin are eligible for being financed under 
this credit. 

3. The licence will not be valid for remittances from India, Payments to 
the Austrian suppliers can be made only in accordance with the procedure set 
forth in paragraph 6—10 below. 

4. The contract of supply between the Indian Importer and the Austrian 
Supplier should provide for the import being financed out of the Austrian 
Credit, 1975 in accordance with the procedures set forth in these Licensing 
Conchtions, and should also be made subject to approval by the Government 
of India. Importers should take special care to inform the Suppliers about 
this condition and ailso incorporate a clause to this effect in the ^pply contract. 
Moreover, approved orders should not be cancelkd without prior concurrence 
of the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. (W.E.III Section), 

5. The value of the contract should 'be expressed in Austrian Schilling^ 
only.

7. On receipt ot the copies of the contract/supply order, and the information 
required in paragraph fi above, the Department of Economic Affairs (W.E. Ill 
Branch) will forward a copy of the contract to the Austrian National Bank, 
Vienna together with a Letter of Authority (In the form of Annexure I) authoris¬ 
ing payment to the suppliers against shipping documents, who will verify whether 
these payment orders be affected by contracting the suppliers and, if necessary, 
from the competent Austrian authories. The contract will become effective only 
after the approval of the Austrian National Bank has been received by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India and the contract is made effective. 

8. Within 10 days of rei eipt of shipping and other documents from the Austrian 
National Bank the imp^-Icrs’ Bank shall arrange to deposit into Government 
Account as indicated in para 9 below, the rupee equivalent of the amount dis¬ 
bursed to the Suppliers together with interest at G per cent p.a. for the period 
from the date of payment to the Austrian Suppliers upto the date 
on which rupee equivalents are deposited.
